The explosive war time career 
of a famous mystery ship, is _re- 
incarnated for the purpose of num- 
erous scenes in The World and 
the Flesh, iat@8?P scores Ranerort 
picture which comes to  Hirtle's 
Theatre on Friday and Saturday 
November 4 and 5. 

The ship is the Playa de Ensen- 
ada, one time American army 
transport which was subsequently 
used for many months as a North 
Sea scourge of rapacious enemy 
submarines in those submarine in- 
fested waters, during the World 
War.

World and the Flesh, the Playa de 
Ensenada was used in ana out of 
San Pedro Harbour, California, in

The Ensenada has a 65 _ foot 
beam, and was constructed to be a 
transport. After several trips 
across the Atlantic she was re-
